For him there is one possible 
escape, He has a very real 
chance of involving the adminis- 
tration in the Straits fighting, 
with dire political results for that 
administration. Or he can do it 
domestic damage, if they aban- 
don him. 


Dilemma 


Chiang is well aware of. the 
fact the Eisenhower administra- 
tion is well hung on the horns 
of this dilemma. He may be ex- 
pected to exploit it to the full- 
est. 


In fact, he already has done 
80. 


Chiang announced the islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu, hard by 
the mainland, would be defend- 
ed by the United States. (These 
islands guard Chinese ports and 
enable the Nationalists to harass 
shipping im: and out of them:) 
This was a typically shrewd 
move by a clever player of this 
sort of game. It forced an em- 
barrassed, and privately an- 
noyed United States to say 
Chiang was in error. We have 
not agreed to protect those is- 
lands except under ‘“‘certain cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

It is, in fact, a very- unhappy 
administration. 

The American public doesn’t 
yet realize that Chiang, for ex- 
ample, had never occupied the 
Tachen islands for defense until 
urged, and assisted, to do so 
by the Eisenhower administra- 
tion.

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Use Will Determine 
Loan Law’s Value 


In one of its final actions before ad- 
journment yesterday the House of Rep- 
resentatives passed the controversial 
measure regulating small loan companies. 
For the first time the entire industry will 
come under one regulatory body headed 


by Comptroller General Zack Cravey—. 


who will become the “czar” of the Geor- 
gia small loan business. 


The bill has been described by Sen. 
Everett Millican as “the Georgia Indus- 
trial Loan Law to legalize robbery.” Those 
favoring the bill—and the majority of 
General Assembly most certainly did— 
say that for the first time it will be 
possible to regulate the small loan field. 
It brings all the lenders under one act 
and one law instead of an assortment of 
several vague and obscure regulations. 


It is true that there has been little 
or no enforcement of the old laws and 
that abuses in the small lending field 
have been notorious. The new law does 
set up a licensing agency and a police 
system for the new business. 

It is equally true that the bill au- 
thorizes—exclusive of fees—a legal in- 
terest rate of 5 per cent per month or 60 
per cent per year. It is true, too, that the 
measure permits lenders to require life, 
health and accident insurance of their 
clients—insurance that they themselves 
may handle. It permits the small loan 
commissioner, Mr. Cravey, to set the rates 
for such insurance. 


There are good and bad features of 
this bill. Certainly no one can argue that 
effective regulation is not necessary. An 
interest rate of 60 per cent, on the other 
hand, cannot be defended. Rates that high 
and higher, however, are now being 
charged in the “hip pocket” transactions 
that go on all over the state. There is a 
greater loss hazard in the business and 
most of the loans will be repaid in less 
time than a year—thus the 5 per cent per 
month will seldom reach the 60 per cent 
figure. 

.Whatever its merits or demerits, the 
bill is now law, If it corrects some of the 
worst of the abuses now practiced, it will 
serve a useful purpose. It gives Mr. Cra- 
vey complete control of the business, a 


function that many think should be in 


the banking department. Enforcement will 
be the test. 


But the biggest test is whether the bill 
will be accepted by the public. If in prac- 
tice it brings on a continuation of the evils 
now associated with the small loan field, 
an arouséd public will clamor for regula- 
tions that would virtually eliminate the 
business. 

The lenders, themselves, must see to it 
that the law is enforced to the letter. 
Otherwise, it will be their funeral. And 
the law in practice will prove who is 
right.

The 
lengths to which officialdom will go to 
stifle honest criticism.and to keep the 
people from knowing the truth poses a 
threat to all the fundamental rights of 
the American people. 


Government in this country is the 
people’s business, not just that of the of- 
ficials who administer it. They have a 
right to know all the facts concerning that 
government. Unless they do have such 
access to information, our system of gov- 
ernment cannot survive. 


Newspapers have a duty to give people 
the facts and to help interpret those facts. 
Every citizen and every official should 
be grateful that this is so. But this contin- 
ual browbeating and harassment-of pub- 
lishers, editors and reporters for perform- 
ing their basic duty in a free society is 
an attack on the jpeople’s right to know. 
If that right is destroyed, our system of 
government goes with it. 


We congratulate the Times and hope 
its “punishment” will not break its pub- 
lisher nor still its courageous voice. 


General Elijah Clark 


Licks the Bureaucrats 


The United States Army may waive 
regulations to allow the burial of one of 
the nation’s first generals on govern- 
ment property. 

The general is Elijah Clark, one of 
Georgia’s Revolutionary heroes. He 
waged guerrilla warfare with the Tories 
in east Georgia, took Augusta from the 
British, and fought at the Battle of Ket- 
tle Creek and in South Carolina. 


The Clark family burial ground on the 
banks of the Savannah .below Elberton 
was flooded by Clark Hill Reservoir. The 
bodies of the old patriot, his wife and his 
daughter were moved to Lincolnton and 
a site that both the Daughters of the 
American Revolution and the Georgia 
Historical Commission thought was un- 
suitable. It was decided to transfer them 
to Elijah Clark Park on the banks of 
the lake formed by Clark Hill Dam. The 
park is government owned, though leased 
to the state, but the Army Engineers who 
had jurisdiction announced the plan dis- 
agreed with the rule book.

Or per- 
haps it was the irony of the Army boy4 
cotting one of its founders that carried 
the day. At any rate, Washington will be 
asked, naturally through channels, to per- 
mit General Clark to rest in the park 
named for him in the midst of the land 
he fought to set free.

At least members of the General 
Assembly are interested. 


Georgia paroles persons who have 
served. part of their terms, but probation 
is unknown except in the larger counties. 
The result is, overcrowded jails, and 
doubtless a class of habitual criminals 
who might have been rehabilitated after 
their first offense if probation were the 
rule rather than the exception. 

The state prison at Reidsville and 
the camps are bulging with prisoners 
serving time for minor misdeeds. Many 
are in for misdemeanors. They could be 
handled better and much more cheaply 
under supervised probation outside the 
prison walls.

Probation is 
profitable, too, in terms of lives and 
homes saved and in the conservation of 
Georgia’s most valuable asset, its human 
resources,

Met With Rebuffs From the Communists 


Atlanta—The Fellowship of Rec- 
onciliation is now sponsoring a pro- 
gram to try to channel some of our 
surplus goods to feeii China, at 
least to offer to feed China. 

I wrote the President asking him 
to try to channel some of this food 
to Red China. Mr. William J. Cald- 
well, the director of public reports, 
answered with the following infor- 
mation: 


1. The League of Red Cross So- 
cieties, Geneva, Switzerland, of- 
fered aid to China at the time of 
the Yangtze floods. The aid was 
refused. 


2. By decree of the Chinese Com- 
munist government, no private vol- 
untary agencies from the free 
world are allowed to carry on any 
activities on the mainland of China. 


3. There is no way the outside 
world can check on the extent of 
need for food in the Yangtze flood 
areas. The Communist government 
asserts there is no need. 

Mr. Caldwell concludes. with, 
“Because of the reasons listed 
above and because of other perti- 
nent considerations, it has been 
concluded that an offer by the U.S. 
government to send food to Com- 
munist China would be inadvisa- 
ble under conditions presently pre- 
vailing.”’ (He quotes this from a 
statement by Harold E. Stassen, 
dircetor, Foreign Operations  Ad- 
ministration.)

has been the provisional answer to many problems which could not 
be solved by negotiation and which neither side was prepared to 


try to solve by military force. 


There are now two Germanies, 


in Indo-China. 

And the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion policy on Formosa, as it un- 
folds, is unmistakably pointed in 
the direction of two Chinas, coex- 
isting not in friendship but refrain- 
ing from shooting at each other. 

Mao Tse-tung and Chou En-lai 
have been put on unequivocal no- 
tice that they cannot take For- 
mosa by force without fighting an 
air and naval war with the United 
States. 

At the same time, while com- 
mitting itself specifically to the 
use of force in dhe event of ex- 
treme provocation, the United 
States Government is clearly in- 
dicating its preference for a peace- 
ful solution. 

Had the United States desired a 
show-down with Red China there 
would have been no proposal to 
bring the United Nations into the 
picture. For U.N. sentiment is def- 
initely less favorable to the regime 
of Chiang Kai-shek, more inclined 
to make great sacrifices to avoid 
a conflict, than United States senti- 
ment. At the least. the Chinese 
Reds, if they would show a willing- 
ness to negotiate reasonably be- 
fore the U.N. forum, might hope 
to obtain confirmation of their title 
to the offshore islands of Quemoy 
and Matsu. They could also hope 
to build up increased pressure for 
admission to the United Nations. 

The final decision between war 


two Koreas, two Viet Nams 
and uneasy and precarious peace 
may be strongly influenced by the 
attitude of the other two major 
powers Which are most closely in- 
volved in the situation, Great Brit- 
ain and the Soviet Union. 

How far the Soviet Union will go 
in backing its Communist Chinese 
ally is an important question to 
which the answer is obscure, and 
the latest Kremlin palace revolu- 
tion can hardly be said to have 
clarified it. There would seem to 
be two opposing considerations 
which might influence the Soviet 
attitude. A war over Formosa 
might suit the Soviet book as a 
means of diverting American at- 
tention and energy from Europe. 
On the other hand the prospect of 
servicing such a war with airplanes 
and with modern weapons which 
the Chinese cannot manufacture 
themselves may well be unattrac- 
tive. 

At any rate, it is improbable that 
the Soviet Union, even if it came 
to the aid of its ally, would start 
tossing hydrogen bombs around 
because Red China became in- 
volved in air and naval encounters 
on an issue that does not directly 
concern Soviet national interests 
or security. The Soviet regime is 
about the last in the world that 
would permit itself to be drawn 
into an undesired war by the action 
of a weaker partner.

A letter has come from a reader who de- 
scribes herself as “greatly disturbed.’’

The story which particularly distresses her is the account of 
Christ’s miraculous feeding of the multitude. 


You remember, no doubt, the 
details. The crowds have followed

life. Christ then perceives that 
after the long vigil their bodies 
are in need of sustenance. But 
none has provided bread ‘for so 
vast an assembly. 


In the group, however, there is 
a boy whose mother has wrapped 
for him a bit of food, five barley 
loaves and two small fish. Ap- 
parently the lad willingly sur- 
renders his food to Christ. The 
Master turns to God in prayer 
and then in a manner which chal- 
lenges our. imaginations there is 
multiplied from these small cakes 
and these little fish enough and to 
spare for all the people.

If I can believe in generosity, 
in God’s response to man’s: hun- 
gering soul, in the matchless 
Christ and in the growth of seed 
in sun and soil, then cannot I say 
that nothing is beyond God's 
power? 


Atlanta Ranks High 
In Cost of Living 


Where does your money go? Stick with me a 
few paragraphs, and we'll find out—in cooperation 
with the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. 


Department of Labor. 


Brunswick A. Bagdon, who is regional director of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics (hereinafter designated as the BLS), made a speech 
the other day before an Atlanta civic organization. This speech—duly 
reported in The Constitution—brought out a bunch of facts about the 
cost of living in Georgia's capital city. Some of these findings are as 


follows: 

Atlanta, BLS studies show, is 
fourth highest in the nation inso- 
far as the cost of living in 34 
studied cities is concerned. Hous- 
ton, Richmond and Washington are 
higher. New Orleans is lowest. 


There is only an 11-per-cent 
spread between the lowest and the 
highest cost-of-living cities of the 
34 studied, so you couldn’t imme- 
diately gain much ground by mov- 
ing, for the cost of so doing would 
just about eat up the difference. 

A breakdown of Atlanta's living 
costs shows the “moderate in- 
come’ family ($3,000 to $9,000 pér 
year) spent $1,139 for food, $447 
for clothing, and on and on until 
the average expenditure was 
$3,872. | 

Mr. Bagdon received a bunch of 
telephone calls the day the story 
of his speech appeared in the pa- 
per. People were calling up to find 
out what the living costs were in 
various cities and to find out a 
whole lot of other things. 


I was one of the callers. My im- 
mediate question was just how did 


Atlanta get to fourth place in the. 


cost-of-living race. Mr. Bagdon, 
who has more figures at his fin- 
gertips than does an assembly line 
worker in an IBM factory, gave 
some answers. We spend more on 


housing in Atlanta. Our housing 
costs—including utilities and all— 
run at $934 yearly, compared with 
$746 in Savannah and $805 in Bir- 
nmiingham. Also, taxes are more. 
The total of all taxes—city, state 
and federal—hit the average fam- 
ily a $310 lick here. The blow was 
only $210 in New Orleans. 

And we spend more on food. Mr. 
Bagdon says Atlantans evidently 
buy better quality food. 

Our conversation spun on for & 
time, and the BLS chief came up 
with a suggestion. “If you wish,” 
said he, “I'll figure out the exact 
percentages Atlantans (based on 
the $3,000-$9,000 moderate family 
income breakdown) spend for vari- 
ous things.’’ He said he’d call me 
back. ’ 

He did, and here’s the way it 
goes: 

Housing (including utilities), 32.5 
per cent; food, 29.5 per cent; ap- 
purel, 9.6 per cent; transportation 
(including cars and all expenses 
thereof), 10.3 per cent; medical 
care, 4.2 per cent; personal caré 
(cosmetics, hair tonic, etc.), 2.3° 
per cent; reading, recreation 
(newspapers, radio, television. 
Sporting goods, movies, etc.), 6,2 
per cent; other goods and serv-. 
ices, 5.3 per cent. Z

“The cost of land is out of sight, isn’t it?” Luke said. ‘‘Con- 
striction costs have gone up just as much, too. Right? Every- 
body trying to save money and time, too, so this is the golf course 
that will do both. It should take up about one-third less space 
than the average golf course as we construct them today. 

“You actually build a nine-hole course of this type on the 
Same acreage that it takes for three holes of an average 
course. 

“What you do, see, is play three holes on the same fairway. 
You use the same tee for all three greens. One hole will be a 
par three, one a par four and the longest a par five. You hit 
three tee shots in a row, of course declaring each shot before you 
make ‘it. You play a No. 1 ball for the three hole, a No, 2 ball 
for the four hole and a No. 3 ball for the five hole. 

“My, how that would save golf course costs and playing 
time. Think of it, « full 18-hole golf course on the same land 
it would take for nine. Why, you could almost have a golf 
course right in the middle of the city.’ 

About this 
time Paul Lavin, the Adams Park professional, stopped by. “I 
know,’’ Paul said, ‘‘that a lot of golf people have heard the idea.

“I’ve tried to talk to some of the people in the city about 
this John A. White course. It doesn’t get any play and it might 
be turned into a real fine course ‘with my idea. Think what a 
course like Piedmont Park could do with this kind of layout. 
You'd have a full-grown course right in the heart of Atlanta. 

‘Some of these days,’’ he said, “‘somebody’s going to catch 
onto this thing and turn_it into a gold mine. I wish I had the 
backing to do it mvself, but it’s going to take somebody with more 
money than a traveling golf club salesman’s got.” 

There is a trace of Rube Goldberg in this telescoped golf 
course idea. You can see four wild swingers on the tee dis- 
tributing 12 golf balls from one side of creation to the other. 

“E say.’’ asked a valiant listener, ‘‘just what would this thing 
do for the duffer? Would it make the garne simpler for him by 
having three holes to fire at the same time, or would it compli- 
cate matters by having three balls to hunt at the same time?” 

“Sir,” said Luke, “I'll make another honest confession. 
This course will do nothing for a duffer. Unfortunately, a duffer 
is a duffer on any kind of course, from carpet golf to Augusta 
National. Only the good Lord or a good pro can change him.”

Crockery Strengthens Hope 
Of Finding Old Mission Site 


Constitution State News Service 
HARRIS NECK, Feb. 18—Georgia archeologists Friday con- 
tinued digging optimistically here into what is believed to be 
the site of a 16th Century Spanish mission. 


The archeological expedition headed by Lewis Larson of the 
state Historical Commission has been investigating this area for 
the past three weeks in the belief that it once was the grounds 
of an Old World religious outpost. 


To date, Larson and 10 diggers have uncovered several 
pieces of pottery, jars and some magolica, native Spanish crock- 
ery of the 16th Century era, which they believe came from the 
ancient monastery. : 


Larson has also discovered some post. holes which possibly 
served as corner markers for the Spanish mission house. Ex- 
perimental trenches have been dug in several places by the in- 
vestigators. , 

The site of the excavation is between Darien and Midway 
Church, The land was recently leased by McIntosh County to 
the U.S. Navy to be used as a site for an airfield. 

According to C. E. Gregory, state historical commissioner, 
the relics thus far discovered on this site have proved most 
encouraging to Larson and his team. 

Larson said he. hopes to identify the period of the pottery 
and relics found so far by Monday.
